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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 38 recites the limitation "the orthopedic implant" in line 9 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claims 39-42 
depend from claim 38 and are indefinite for this reason. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 38,39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Merlette (6261324). Please note the intended use, as set forth in the claims, carries no 
weight in the absence of any distinguishing structure. Fig. 2 shows a flexible element 
104 with a central portion and perimeter. It can be seen that the perimeter has a 
coating 118 applied thereon. Merlette discloses the prosthetic element 104 is made of 
an elastomer (col. 4, lines 48,49), which is inherently flexible. The central portion is 
clearly going to be remote from an orthopedic implant since it would attached to a 
patient's leg, see Merlette (5593456). Fig. 1 of '456 shows the orthopedic implant 
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components (24,26,28), which are then attached to the prosthetic lower flexible 
component that corresponds to element 102 of '324. The flexible element 104 is 
clearly deformable under anatomical loads. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Baumgartner (5370697) in view of Krebs et al. (5926685). Baumgartner shows (Fig. 5) 
a vertebral contact element 44 having a resting shape of a dome convexly extending 
from an orthopedic device 2. Baumgartner discloses the contact element is a wire mesh 
(col. 3, lines 54-57) that is porous. The mesh is fully capable of having a convexity 
depth or footprint approximating the depth of a concave surface in a vertebrae. 
However, Baumgartner fails to disclose the outer surface has a coating. Krebs et al. 
teach that a coating or binder is used to secure a metal mesh to the surface of the 
implant, col. 2, lines 14,17,36-39. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to use the coating as taught by Krebs et al. with the implant of Baumgartner such 
that it provides a more secure mesh to the implant surface and eliminates any sliding of 
the mesh from the baseplates.

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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/13/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., that there is no coating on the central portion of the mesh) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
